The exclusive 
Push-Button Programmer is comprised of rows 
of color-coded buttons that control the delivery 
of paper in each of the collator’s 50 stations. 
In less time than it takes to read about it, 
stations can be activated or bypassed. Simi¬ 
larly, instructions for jogging or stitching are 
push-buttoned into the Rotomatic. 

Set and get accurate collating of every pos¬ 
sible sheet combination (from 1 to 50) and 
set combination (from 2 to 25)—Thomas 
makes it push-button simple! 
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At speeds up to 25,000 sheets per hr., flaw¬ 
lessly collates, counts, staggers or stitches! 

Within arm’s reach lie all the controls. The 
operator merely taps the start switch and the 
Rotomatic obeys. Speeds from 15,000 to 25,- 
000 sheets per hr. can be set to match the 
requirements of each job. (Speed can be varied 
while the Rotomatic is running!) Starting with 
the first sheet, every one goes into a finished 
set —either jogged or stitched. There are no 
wasted, incomplete sets because should a 
miss or double occur, entire machine shuts 
off instantly, automatically. Twin indicator 
buttons pinpoint the error, the operator cor¬ 
rects it then and there, and the run is con¬ 
tinued immediately. 

Like all champion performers, the Rotomatic 
makes volume collating look easy. And it is 
— with a Rotomatic. 


Seven minutes is all it takes —for all 50 
Rotomatic stations! 


That’s because there’s no vacuum systems or 
fans to adjust, no need to compensate for 
weights and finishes of stock. Each bin has a 
l 3 A" capacity of paper in sizes from 
71 / 4 " x 8" to 11" x 14". Almost every paper 
weight can be run without difficulty. And 
each bin comes equipped with a Corner Sheet 
Separator to help eliminate the normal prob¬ 
lem caused by static electricity in the paper 
or by perforated or punched sheets that are 
"welded” together. In many cases, varied-size 
sheets can be collated on the same run — 
by setting each bin’s adjustments to accom¬ 
modate the size. Assorted weights can be fed 
simultaneously, too, without bin adjustments!

Automatic miss detector 
monitors output of each bin 
that should deliver a sheet 
in every cycle, unless told 
not to by the Programmer. 
Should miss occur (or when 
a bin becomes empty) Roto- 
matic stops, pointer indi¬ 
cates bin at fault, and 
Drum-Clamp Release Lever 
permits sheet to be removed 
and placed in collated set 
without delay or wasted sets! 

Doubles Never Happen — 

Automatic double detector 
measures thickness of each 
sheet as it goes by. Detec¬ 
tor can be by-passed to run 
sheets of varied weights. 


Only Top Sheet is Withdrawn 

— Corner Sheet Separator 
on each bin engages edge 
of paper to assure one-at-a- 
time feed. Used primarily 
for perforated or punched 
sheets that may have welded 
together, Separators slide to 
the side when inoperative. 


Space-Miser Design — Colla¬ 
tor occupies only 14 3 A 
square feet of floor space 
— is only 88" long. (With 
Stitcher, 96" over-all length.) 
The Rotomatic is shipped in 
two factory-assembled sec¬ 
tions for faster installation 
by expert servicemen.
